1 . IN NOVEMBER THE SHAH OF IRAN SUGGESTED IN AN 
INTERVIEW WITH "DER SPIEGEL” THAT HIS GOVERNMENT WOULD

GERMAN EXPORT PRICES OF MANUFACTURED GOODS.

2. THE FIRST OFFICIAL GERMAN REACTION CAME FROM ECON 
MINISTER FRIDERICHS, WHO NOTED THAT IRAN HAD MADE 
SIMILAR SUGGESTIONS BEFORE. HE BELIEVED THAT. FOR 
TECHNICAL REASONS. IT WOULD BE DIFFICULT TO CARRY 
THROUGH THE PRESENT PROPOSAL AND THAT IT CARRIED WITH
